From the gardener’s journal: spring has finally sprung

Now that spring has 
officially arrived on the 
calendar, there seem to 
be other signs as well. 

No longer is the walk 
along the lake so quiet. 
The birds that silently 


stayed on the icy banks 
and flows are having 
words again or the bird 
equivalent. 

The stroll through the 
bush reveals the begin¬ 
ning of undergrowth 
through the hard packed 

And the plant sales are 
starting. 


You may wonder at that 
last one when you feel 
that icy wind and see the 
frost still visible in the 
mornings. We received 
notice this week of the 
Open House on March 28 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. at 
Niagara College.

I’m still keeping my 
eyes skyward until the 
end of the month when 
Jupiter will hover near 
the moon on March 

Mars will vanish from 
our view around this 
time and reappear again 
later in the year. And 
this will be the begin¬ 
ning of Holy Week for 
many of us that partici¬ 
pate in Lent. Truly a 
season of looking for¬ 
ward, this is a spring we 
will gladly welcome. 

I make little resolu¬ 
tions this time of year.

Council approves 2015 budget 


The average Fort Erie homeowner 
will play an extra $87 a year in town 

Councillors signed off on the munici¬ 
pality’s operating budget of $23,195,234 
for 2015 on Monday night. 

The result is a 7.54% tax hike, or $87 
for residential homes with an average 
assessment of $179,715. 

Items in the operating budget include 
$400,000 for capital reserves, $75,000 


for the Fort Erie Waterfront Strategy, 
$13,000 for the Cemetery Master Plan 
Capital Reserve increase, and $40,609 
for the cost of the byelection. 

Council also agreed to assist the Fort 
Erie Race Track by giving the Fort Erie 
Live Racing Consortium $500,000 this 
year, $250,000 in 2016 and eliminating 
funding in 2017. 

Council also approved the $12 mil¬ 
lion capital budget for 2015. 


Big ticket items in the capital budget 
include $550,000 for the Fort Erie Fire 
Department replacement of Pump 6, 
$670,000 for the Central Avenue Bridge 
replacement, $2.2 million for an LED 
street lighting replacement project, $3 
million, for phase of the Crescent Park 

$350,000 for the Buffalo Road water 
main replacement from Garrison Road 
to Evelyn Road.

The bridge replacement will be carried out in various stages requiring 
Central Avenue to be reduced to one lane of traffic for significant 
durations. Traffic during the staging operations will be controlled 
using temporary traffic signals at Wintemute Street and at 
Courtwright Street.

care for marine mammals in 
captivity. The committee con¬ 
sists of groups like the 
Canadian Council on Animal 
Care, advocacy groups like 
Zoocheck, the Ontario 
Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals, and 
Marineland. 

If passed, the legislation 
introduced Monday would 
make it illegal to breed or 
acquire killer whales in 
Ontario, with penalties of 
up to $60,000 and/or two 
years in prison on first 
conviction. 

New standards of care 
would also address the 
size of enclosures for 
marine mammals, envi¬ 
ronmental conditions 
such as noise and lighting, 
and appropriate animal 
interaction. 

The new standards "will 
be among the best in the 
world,” said Naqvi at 
Queen’s Park Monday, 
adding they’re “something 
that Ontarians expect and 
these animals deserve.” 

When contacted by QMI 
Agency Niagara, Naqvi 
said Marineland was invit¬ 
ed to be on the advisory 
committee. 

"We wanted to make 
sure that all points of views 
are there, so that we can 
get the regulations right.” 

Local animal activist 
Phil Demers, a former 
Marineland trainer who 
raised concerns about the 
park in 2012, was dis¬ 
mayed whistleblowers 
weren’t invited. Demers is 
being sued by the park for 
$1.5 million, one of eight 
lawsuits Marineland has 
filed since Dec., 2012. 

"Fifteen former employ¬ 
ees with over 100 collec¬ 
tive years of front-line 
experience working with 
marine mammals, and we 
were not included on the 
advisory committee,” he 

In addition to the pro¬ 
vincial committee, Naqvi 
said any facility housing 
marine mammals will 
require its own “animal 
welfare commitee” on 
location. The group will 
oversee the care of the 
animals, and ensure 
they’re treated by veteri¬ 
narians with expertise in 
marine mammals. 


“They will be separate from 
the Technical Advisory 
Committee,” Naqvi said. “There 
will be one in Marineland, and 
if there is any other facility in 
Ontario (that has) marine 
mammals, it will be required.” 

Marineland currently has the 
only captive killer whale in 
Canada. It has not yet been 
determined what changes, if 
any, the park will have to make 
to its enclosures. 

“All those elements are being 
discussed," said Naqvi. 

The proposed new regula¬ 
tions were spearheaded by 
marine biologist David Rosen. 
A 125-page report was released 
in January. 

During a media scrum 
Monday, Naqvi would not 
elaborate on how the proposed 
changes could affect 
Marineland. 

In a written response to The 
Review’s questions, 

Marineland said it welcomes 
its role on the Advisory 
Committee, which it hopes can 
“work cooperatively to provide 
the government with clear 
advice and direction” towards 
animal care. 

“We support the govern¬ 
ment’s view that legal stan¬ 
dards need to be based on sci¬ 
ence, not political ideologies 
or public relations." 

The park “supports" Rosen’s 
report and hopes the guide¬ 
lines are adapted: “Marineland 
meets or exceeds those stan¬ 
dards and is committed to 
maintaining and enhancing 
the health and care of all its 
marine mammals.” 

Last summer, the park said 
its 39-year-old killer whale 
Kiska was retired from live per¬ 
forming: "Her health and well¬ 
being is constantly moni- 

“Marineland is committed, 
as always, to Kiska and her 
needs, and to making her old 
age comfortable, calm and 
carefree.” 

Naqvi said the changes, if 
approved, could take effect as 
early as this summer. 

“Today was an important 
step,” he said. “I think every¬ 
body is united from the point 
of view that we’re taking very 
important steps in ensuring we 
have enhanced standards of 
care for marine mammals in 
Ontario."

QMI Agency Niagara 
CAA Niagara kicked off 
its 12th Worst Roads cam¬ 
paign Monday with a 
request for motorists to 
be extra cautious this pot¬ 
hole season, and a 
renewed call for the 
Ontario government to 
create a dedicated gaso¬ 


line-tax fund for roadway 
infrastructure. 

This past winter’s bitter 
temperatures, followed 
by the coming spring 
thaw, will soon bring a 
“bumper crop” of crum¬ 
bling pavement and pot¬ 
holes, said Rick Mauro, 
CAA Niagara’s vice presi¬ 
dent of marketing and 
public relations. 


In fact, the signs are 
already there. 

“I’m sure many of you 
were dodging a few pot¬ 
holes to get here safely,” 
he said to dignitaries from 
Niagara Region, Ontario 
Provincial Police and 
Niagara Regional Police 
during Monday’s cam¬ 
paign launch. 

“Poor roads wreak 


havoc on the undercar¬ 
riage of your car. The 
resulting damage can cost 
you hundreds, if not thou¬ 
sands of dollars, and 
worse than that, a road 
(with potholes) is danger- 

Dignitaries gathered at 
Thorold Stone Rd., where 
it meets Stanley Ave., the 
region’s worst road, and 



Ontario’s second worst 
road, in 2014. 

CAA Niagara has erect¬ 
ed a billboard at the loca¬ 
tion to call attention to 
this year’s campaign, 
which began Monday and 
runs until April 17. CAA 
will share its top 10 voted 
worst roads lists with pro¬ 
vincial and local govern¬ 
ment officials. 

The campaign is 
designed to give the pub¬ 
lic a chance to voice con¬ 
cerns about the state of 
roads in the region and 
across the province. 

Last year’s campaign 
generated about 13,000 
votes across Ontario, 
about 1,500 from Niagara. 
Potholes and/or crum¬ 
bling pavement was cho¬ 
sen by 95% of voters as 
their primary issue. Voters 
can also identify issues 


such as pedestrian and 
cycling safety, poor road 
signs, timing of traffic 
lights, or traffic conges- 

Mauro said “year after 
year,” Stanley Ave. has 
been voted one of 
Niagara’s worst roads. 

The good news, howev¬ 
er, is that Niagara Region 
has "made some great 
strides” in improving the 
condition of the road, 
with more work planned.
